'Snowboards have been around 
for 20 years, since California 
surfers first looked longingly at 
white slopes and took their ideas 
back to their workshops. 

But only in the last several 
years has the popularity of the 
boards taken off in the Lower 48, 
and in Alaska the snowboard 
boom arrived just this winter. 

Snowboarding is banned from 
two of the three downhill ski 
areas in the Anchorage area. But 
"the snowboarders in town don't 
care — they II hike for three 
hours just to come down for five 
minutes," said Tito Ramos, an 
Anchorage snqwboarder who 
competes nationally. 

Ramos and owner Rick Ma-^ 
lone run New Frontier Sports, 
the city's earliest and largest 
seller of snowboards. They carry 
boards made by Burton, Flite, 
Avaianche, Sims, SnowTeen, 
Barfoot, Slayer and Swing-bo.
